Status of the Application 

2. Claims 88-94 are pending in the present application. Claim 89 stands withdrawn 
from further consideration as being drawn to a non-elected invention. Claims 88 and 
90-94 will be examined to the extent they read on the elected invention, i.e., compounds 
of formula IV. 

Claim Objections 

3- The rejection of claims 90 and 91 under 37 CFR 1.75(c) is withdrav\^n. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. Claim 92 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pulido et al. 
Pulido et al. teach a-D-sorbopyranose, 1-butanoate (RN 146572-25-0). The 

compound taught by the reference is encompassed by the instant claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 90, 91 , 93 and 94 are allowed. 
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6. Claim 88 is objected to as containing non-elected subject matter.
